Rain Out: If weather conditions at the park prohibit use of the facility, you
must notify the Department of Parks and Recreation office by phone no later
than 4:30pm on the first business day after the reservation day. We will
attempt to reschedule your group at no additional charge during the current
season, pending availability.

Special Events Permit Fee - $75.00

Special event permits are required for any event with more than 25 participants held in the City
of Allentown. The initial permit fee is $75.00, with additional fees for city services provided.

Special Events Permit Procedure .
v/Step 1: Contact the Department of Parks & Recreation at least two (2) months in advance of |,
your event to make sure your requested field, court, street or park is available for your desired date.
v/ Step 2: Request, complete and submit the Special Event Application to the Department of
Parks & Recreation. ($1 million public liability insurance is required for field, special event and
band trailer permits.)
v/ Step 3: Your event will then either be approved and you will be invoiced for applicable fees, or
denied for the use of your requested field, court, street or park.

A $500,000 improvement project will
be completed in spring 2016 on a large
section of the WPA stone wall in Lehigh
Parkway, including repairs to a collapsed
area, road repairs, and pointing and
capping of 125 ft of this historic wall.
Improvements were made to the steps
at Fountain Park, Andre Reed Park and
Union Terrace Park in 2015, and more
sites will be assessed for repairs in 2016.

Up and Coming Projects:

The city is exploring possible sites and working on designs for a dog park and a skate park, as well as planning for a trail
enhancement project along MLK Jr. Blvd and a greenway enhancement project along the Jordan Creek. There are also plans to add
new pavilions at popular park locations, install mounted trash cans in many parks, and replace old guide rail in key parking lots.
